Head of College 
English Reports 
On Recent Tests 


According to a late report issued 
by T. H. Glenn, head of the college 
English department, 148 entering 
freshmen successfully surmounted the 
initial obstacle when they passed the 
June fourth and September eighth 
English “A” examinations. 


In connection with the percentage 
passing these entrance examinations, 
some interesting information was re- 
leased. The June fourth test resulted 
in 83 passing marks as against 53 
failures. By simple calculations we 
find that 60 per cent of those taking 
the first exam were successful, while 
the other 40 per cent were not so 
successful. Of those taking the test 
at the latter date 65 received passing 


Thus, approximately 50 per cent 
went to either side of the ledger. The 
figures released last year show that 
more than 60 per cent of all those 
subjected to this test of intelligence 
in the use of English were successful.

College Education Definitions 


D. K. Hammond, president of the Santa Ana junior col- 
lege, referred to several definitions of a college education in 
his talks during Freshman Week, and at the request of many 
students, El Don herewith prints what it considers three of the 
most important: 

Thomas Huxley thus defined a man of liberal education: 
“That man, I think, has had a liberal education who has been 
so trained in youth that his body is the ready servant of his will, 
and does with ease and pleasure all the work that, as a me- 
chanism, it is capable of; whose intellect is a clear, cold, logic 
engine, with all its parts of equal strength, and in smooth work- 
ing order; ready, like a steam engine, to be turned to any kind 
of work, and spin the gossamers as well as forge the anchors of 
the mind; whose mind is stored with a knowledge of the great 
and fundamental truths of Nature and of the laws of her oper- 


ations; one who, no stunted ascetic, is full of life and fire, but 
whose passions are trained to come to heel by a vigorous will, 
the servant of a tender conscience; who has learned to love all 
beauty, whether of Nature, or of art, to hate all vileness, and 
to respect others as himself.’ 


The late President Hyde of Bowdin thus described the 
aims of a college education: ‘“‘To be at home in all lands and 
ages, to count Nature a familiar acquaintance, and Art an in- 
timate friend; to gain a standard for the appreciation of other 
men’s work and the criticism of your own; to carry the keys 
of the world’s library in your pocket, and feel its resources be- 
hind you in whatever task you undertake; to make hosts of 
friends among the men of your own age who are to be leaders 
in all walks of life; to lose yourself in generous enthusiasms 
and cooperate with others for common ends; to learn manners 
frob students who are gentlemen, and form character under 
professors who are Christians, this is the offer of the College 
for the best four years of your life.’ 


As aprovisional definition, having the advantage of being 
worked out by undergraduate students cooperating in reshap- 
ing the plan of education in their own institution, we may may 
take the excellent statement of the students of Darthmouth, 
who maintain that the dual ai mof education is the fullest pos- 
sible development of the individual, and his adequate train- 
ing for membership in society: “It is the purpose of the col- 
lege to provide a selected group of men with a comprehensive 
background of information about the world and its problems, 
and to stimulate them to develop their capacity for rational 
thinking, philosophic understanding, creative imagination, and 
aesthetic sensitiveness, and to inspire them to use these de- 
veloped powers in becoming leaders in service to society.”

M. Constantin Weyer uses in “The 
lrench Adventurer” for a background 
the rebellion of the French Canad- 
ians against the English and the wars 
with the Sioux Indians. Jeremy, the 
hero, is a simple-hearted and courag- 
eous son of the wilds and he has a 
sweetheart, of course. To earn his 
bride he must get a wealth of furs,’ so 
he takes the trail into the north. He 
has many extraordinary adventures; 
and when he returns, he finds his 
sweetheart has betrayed him. It is a 
thrilling story and it is considered one 
of the best written in years. 

A comedy diary which can easily be 
enjoyable by either old or young is 
“Everybody’s Bowell,” by F. V. Mor- 
ley. The story flows easily and natur- 
ally with a wonderful variety of in- 

terest, yet the various important 
threads of Pepy’s life are properly 
| maintained. 

How many of us know how to spend 
our money? Ernest McCullough in 
“How to Spend Your Money” dis- 
cusses the business cycle and a me- 
‘hod whereby young persons entering 
business may make a fair forecase of 
prospects for thirty years ahead. Val- 


uable information about the distribu- 
tion’ of wages, salaries, and income; 
how to deal with banks; the import- 
ance of insurance; investment in real 
estate; the work of the stock exchange 


and how to conduct one’s self in the . 


stock market is given. It is a book 
that can be used by teachers, bankers, 
real estate men, insurance men, and 
especially students of high school and 
junior college. 

The story of chemistry from remote 
beginnings up to the establishment of 
modern science is given in “Makers of 
Chemistry” by E. J. Holmyard. 

In the witty volume “Cruelty to 
Words” by Ernest Weekly, the 
“boners” of great writers are placed 
beside those of the illiterate;; those 
of the great novelists beside the tor- 
tured niceities of the purest.

The plan is given below and it is 
advisable to check against present 
programs so that graduation may be 
assured. 

Requirements for graduation: 

1. Subject A, no credit. 

2. Physical Education and Health, 
four credits or units. 

3. Orientation, two units. 

4. American Institutions, 
units. 

Political Science 1A-1B, may be 
substituted for American Institutions. 

5. Twenty semester hours in some 
specified field which will constitute a 
major. 

6. In addition, electives to make 
up a total of 64 units.
